SOYBEANS 

I am getting reports of 
some excellent soybean yields. 
Harvesting conditions are very 
good at this time for getting 
the crop in. New buying 
points have been established in 
Enterprise and in the Fairview 
Community. Many of our 
soybean growers will make a 
profit this year. 

Soil fertility in growing 
soybeans is just as important 
as in peanut production. By all 
means, if you plan to plant 
soybeans in a field next year, 
go ahead and send the soil 
sample in now. If you are not 
sure whether you are going to 
plant corn or soybeans in a 
particular field, ask for both 
recommendations. It won't cost 
you any additional. You will 
be set to go with either corn or 
soybeans at planting time. 


SAFETY 

We have come through the 
beginning of school, and most 
of the harvest season without a 
fatality in the county so far. 
However, tragic accidents have 
occurred in recent days. 
Young people are involved in 
most of these accidents. 

Let me caution everyone to 
sit down with family members 
and discuss gun safety, driving 
safety, and bicycle safety. If 
you haven't done so, set aside 
a time with your family as 
quickly as you can to discuss 
safety. 


CONTROL EROSION 

Bill Hughes of the Soil 
Conservation Service and his 
staff are working full time in 
this county to cut down on 
erosion losses. Coffee County’s 
soil type is such that we lose 
hundreds of thousands and 
even millions of tons of top soil 
annually. 

Dr. Ray Hoyum, our soils 
specialist, Auburn University, 
pointed out to me this week 
that in addition to losing soil, 
we are losing soil nutrients 
such as nitrogen, phosphorus, 
potash and lime. 

I think that one of the most 
important things Coffee County 
farmers can do now is to plant 
cover crops in those areas 
which are subject to erosion. In 
addition to this, waterways can 
be established and _ terraces 
maintained. We have good 
productive soils in this county,

SOIL SURVEYS CAN HELP 
WITH LIQUID WASTE 
DISPOSAL 

Soil surveys made by the 
Soil Conservation Service can 
help in planning the disposal of 
liquid wastes through septic 
tank absorption fields and sew- 
age lagoons. 

Because of rapid suburban 
expansion, the number of 
homes that do not have access 
to a public sewage disposal 
system have increased greatly. 
The most common system for 
disposing liquid waste from the 
individual home is an under- 
ground septic tank in the yard. 
Overflow from the tank dis- 
perses into the soil through a 
system of underground drains 
or perforated pipes, called the 
absorption field. The absorp- 
tion field should be located, 
and its suitability verified, be- 
os any construction is start- 
ed. 

To design a system that will 
work, you need to know the 
capacity of the soil to absorb 
the effluent. This is deter- 
mined mainly by the porosity 
of the soil, the size of the soil 
particles, and by the kind of 
clay in the soil. The effluent 
moves faster through sandy or 
gravelly soils than through 
clayey soils. If the soil is not 
porous, or if the absorption 
field is too small, the effluent 
builds up and seeps to the 
surface. 

Steep slopes, 15 percent or 
steeper. make it difficult to 
control the distribution of the 
effluent. Proper design on 
steep slopes is essential, be- 
cause the effluent distributed 
into the soil on a steep slope 
may seep onto the ground 
surface at a lower level. 

Soils that are subject to 
flooding should not be used for 
absorption fields. Flooding 
destroys the effectiveness of 
the absorption field and allows 
unfiltered effluent to pollute 
the stream. 

Sewage lagoons are shallow 
man-made ponds used to hold 
sewage for the time required 
for bacterial decomposition, 
after which the clarified water

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and they are becoming more 
valuable each year. It is going 
to be up to each individual 
farmer to try to save his soil. 
This is one of the smartest 
things a farmer or landowner 
can do. 


HOG OUTLOOK 

Dan Presley wanted me to 
ass along the latest word on 
hog prices and what is ahead 
in the future. A lot of Coffee 
County farmers are involved in 
hog production, and many are 
expanding. 

Dr. Gene Futrell, economist 
and knowledgeable hog man in 
lowa, had this to say this 
week: ‘Profit prospects for 
hog producers are not favor- 
able for the next 6 to 9 
months. Prices are likely to be 
below full costs of production 
for most producers during this 
period, On the other hand, the 
market should be above vari- 
able costs most of the time and 
provide some return for fixed 
costs.’’ 


PINE SEEDLINGS 

We usually get in some 
pine seedlings and Arizona 
Cypress seedlings for Coffee 


County homeowners ahd 
others. There is a_ small 
charge for these. If you are 


interested in getting some to 
plant around your place, call 
894-5596 and let us know how 
many to reserve for you. 

These seedlings are usually 
available in late December or 
early January. 


WANTED 

Paul Windham of Elba is in 
need of two or three syrup 
skimmers. Folks who have 
made syrup in the past may 
have these small, flat skim- 
mers which have a_ small 
handle two or three feet long. 
If you have some of these, 
either new or used, I would 
appreciate you getting in touch 
with me and I will notify Paul 
Windham. 

Incidentally, we have a 
family near New Brockton who 
is going to have some syrup 
made this year in the old 
syrup-making way. This has 
become a lost art in this county 
in the past 20-25 years, but we 
have a couple of people in the 
county who are producing cane 
and hope to get syrup made. 
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is released from the lagoon. 
These are used mainly to 
dispose of waste from feed 
lots, hog parlors, or dairy 
barns. 

The lagoon must be capable 
of holding water with a mini- 
mum of seepage. The soil 
material in the bottom of the 
lagoon and in the embankment 
must be suitable for compact- 
ion. Porous soils have severe 
limitations for sewage lagoons 
because water moves through 
the soil too rapidly and may 
pollute the ground water.

REDUCTION IN PENALTIES 
FOR OVERMARKING OF 
PEANUTS 


Peanut growers who unin- 
tentionally markéted more 19/6 
and 1979 crop peanuts than 
their poundage quotas, would 
have their penalty for excess 
marketing greatly reduced if an 
amendment proposed by the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
is put into effect. 

According to officials of the 
department's Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service (ASCS), unintentional 
excess marketing occasionally 
occurs during harvest season 
when warehouses and other 
marketing points are crowded 
with farmers waiting to dry 
and market their peanuts.Most 
excess marketings are the re- 
sult of mistaken bookkeeping 
or other paperwork errors, 
according to the officials, The 
reduced penalty for uninten- 
tional peanut marketing is 
authorized by recent legisla- 
tion. ASCS county committees 
will determine if the excess 
marketings were unintentional. 

The proposed amendment 
would reduce the current 25.2 
cents per pound penalty for 
peanuts unintentionally over- 
marketed to 2.1 cents per 
pound for the 1978 crop and to 
4.2 cents per pound for the 
1979 crop. 

Producers who intentionally 
try to circumvent peanut mar- 
keting quotas would still be 
subject to the 25.2 cents per 
pound penalty, 

The department is propos- 
ing also a change in the 
method of establishing peanut 
quotas for farmers who mar- 
keted less than the poundage 
quotas for their farms. Cur- 
rently, if farmers market less 
than their yearly quota, they 
are given ‘‘credits’’ which 
allow them to market their 
quota plus the undermarketing 
in a future year. Under 
present regulations, these un- 
dermarketing credits can be 
accumulated and carried over 
several years. Today's pro- 
posed change would not permit 
undermarketing credit to ac- 
cumulate past the first year. 
Thus, the credit would have to 
be used the first year following 
the undermarketing. 

The public is invited to 
comment on these proposals. 
To be certain of consideration, 
written comments should be 
received no later than Nov- 
ember 5 by the Director, 
Production Adjustment Divi- 
sion, ASCS, USDA, Room 3630 
South Building, P.O. Box 2415, 
Washington, D.C., 20013. All 
written comments will be avail- 
able for public inspection at 
the office of the director during 
regular business hours. 


EASY FURNITURE REPAIR 

No matter how careful you 
are in protecting your wood 
furniture, accidents will hap- 
pen. We've had several calls 
from women in our county 
wanting to know what to do 
about minor furniture damages 
caused by water stains and 
scratches. Here are some easy 
suggestions for repairing these 
furniture injuries. 

Water Stains: Put a little 
toothpaste on a damp cloth and 
rub the ring away. Any kind 
of toothpaste will do. If the 
ting is a little stubborn, add 
baking soda to the toothpaste. 

Scratches: There are sev- 
eral remedies for scratches in 
wood, The easiest includes 
shoe polish, iodine and oil from 
nuts. 

Break the Brazil nut or 
walnut in half. Rub it on the 
area until the oil restores the 
original color of the wood. 
Paste shoe polish will also 
work, Apply it with a cotton 
swab, then buff it dry. Use 
drugstore iodine to conceal 
scratches on dark woods. Test 
it first on the underside of the 
furniture to make sure it is not 
too dark.

The best way to learn about 
leather clothes and accessories 
is by reading the label. This 
consumer tool tells you the 
quality of material you're get- 
ting. 

Animal skins are thick and 
can be split into two to five 
layers. The top layer contains 
the natural grain and is the 
strongest and most attractive. 
It's labeled top grain leather 
and is the most costly. It will 
wear for many years and can 
be enhanced by age if properly 
cared for. 

The remaining layers are 
called splits. They have a 
rougher apperance, They don’t 
wear as well and generally cost 
considerably less. 

You can tell the difference 
between leathers by noting if 
they’re labeled ‘‘genuine lea- 
ther."’ Only top grains can 
carry this label. 


DIETING 

You need to take special 
care when attempting to lose 
weight, 

Drugs that are used in 
over-the-counter diet prepara- 
tions are usually mild stimu- 
lants which are supposed to 
suppress the appetite. Some 
diet pills contain a weak anes- 
thetic which is supposed to 
work by killing the responsive- 
ness of the taste buds in the 
mouth. Theoretically, if the 
food doesn’t taste good to you, 
you won't eat it. These 
over-the-counter drugs are 
rarely very effective and have 
led to a number of federal 
prosecutions for misleading 
labels and advertisements.

Please . . . somebody . . .

It seems that many people 
are ‘‘down in the dumps’ in 
our day and time. There is a 
widespread feeling of apathy 
and uncertainty. Dr. Karl 
Menninger says our whole 
society is suffering from de- 
pression; and depression can 
result not only in mental prob- 
lems, but a whole r, of 
physical illnesses as well. 

The Bible presents us with 
remedies for depression. Read 
I Kinds 19:1-18. Elijah was 
depressed,though he had just 
won a great victory. He had 
confronted the priests of Baal 
on Mt. Carmel, and had been 
able to pray down fire from 
Heaven to consume his sactri- 
fice to God, while Baal had 
been proved powerless. The 
people had put 450 priests of 
Baal to death as a result of this 
confrontation. 

But then Jezebel, pagan 
wife of King Ahab, learned her 
priests were dead. She sent 
Elijah word that he would also 
be dead within 24 hours. Even 
after winning such a victory, 
Elijah trembled before Jeze- 
bel’s threat, and ran like a 
scared rabbit. He could not 
express his anger against Jeze- 
bel, so he turned inward, and 
let it develop into destructive 
depression. He ran until he 
reached the desert south of 
Judah, and finally rested be- 
neath a Juniper tree. He was 
feeling the very real pain of 
depression; but God had a 
cure for his depression, and 
gave it to him. 

First, he called Elijah to 
make some physical effort. He 
was to get up and eat. De- 
pressed people lack energy. 
They simply sit and stare into 
space. But to get up, eat a 
nourishing meal and begin 
some vigorous. activity can help 
to sndp us out of depression. 
God told Elijah to hurry on to 
Mt. Horeb, which was still a 
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long way off. Those who jog 
regularly say it helps their 
frame of mind, and God knew 
this exercise would help Elijah. 

Then, when Elijah reached 
Horeb, God asked him what he 
was doing there. Elijah had to 
verbalize the fear and anger 
that had taken over his life and 
paralyzed his efforts. This 
process is essential for us, 
whether we express it in pray- 
er to God, or whether we 
require the effort of talking to 
a trusted counselor, 

Then Elijah received a reve- 
lation of God’s power and 
presence, God directed him to 
the precipice of a mountain. 
There he experienced a strong 
wind, an earthquake and a fire. 
But God did not speak through 
‘any of these experiences. 
When all was quiet, God spoke 
through a still small voice. 

God is with us in the great 
turmoil of life, but he does not 
usually knock us down to make’ 
us recognize him. We must be 
still and listen for his voice 
assuring us of his presence and 
power. 

God then revealed that Eli- 
jah had human support as well. 
Elijah was not all alone, for 
7000 people in Israel had not 
forsaken God for Baal. Elijah 
was to go back to Israel, 
annoint a new king of Israel, a 
new king of Syria, and a 
successor for himself. Then he 
was to spend the rest of his life 
mobilizing the worshippers of 
God against the paganism of 
Ahab and Jezebel. Life took 
on a@ new purpose, and depres- 
sion was defeated. 

God can supply all our 
needs, and his Word can lead 
us out of the bondage of 
depression just as Elijah was 
led out.

Issuance To 


Be Changed 


Coffee County’s more than 
three thousand food stamp 
recipients will receive 
improved services in Decem- 
ber. Beginning then, house- 
holds will no longer have to 
come to the county food stamp 
office in New Brockton to pick 
up their stamps. Instead, they 
will receive the stamps in the 
mail every month, 

With mail issuance, 
recipients will not have to 
worry about crowds and waits 
at the food stamp office,'’ 
Pensions and Security Director 
Ron Smith explained. ‘'Trans- 
portation to and from the office 
will no longer be a problem 
either,’’ 

He said that the change will 

be especially helpful to elderly 
and disabled people who find it 
hard to come to the food stamp 
office and to people who have 
to pay for transportation, Food 
stamp recipients can expect to 
receive their stamps on or 
about the same day each 
month, While those applying 
but not yet certified must 
continue to come to the office, 
those already eligible will not 
have to make the trip. 
’ Smith explained that mail 
issuance of food stamps will be 
initiated in 17 Alabama 
counties in December. The 
concept was earlier tested in 
five counties, and having 
proved quite successful in rural 
areas, is now being expanded 
to other rural counties. 

“Mail issuance of food 
stamps was not feasible in 
previous years,’’ the county 
director added. ‘Prior to this 
year, recipients had to pay for 
stamps, so an exchange of 
money was necessary.A change 
in the federal law governing 
the program eliminated the 
purchase requirement last 
Januagy, so stamps are now 
issued free and can be sent 
through the mail.” 

Mail issuance will benefit 
about 1109 households in 
Coffee County. During 
month of September, these 
households received a total of 
more than $82,272 worth of 
food stamps.

What we 
expect to get is a good 
cross-section of the entire 
working-age population."’ 

Results of the survey will 
be included in a concise report 
on the advantages of industry 
locating in Coffee County. 

The report will be made 
available to county and city 
Officials, industrial boards, and 
various agencies which can 
promote Coffee County. In 
addition, a number of in- 
dustries have requested in- 
formation on this area of the 
state. 

Survey hours are 8 a.m. to 
5 p.m., daily, at the Coffee 
County Courthouse in Elba.

Commission To Select Site For Enterprise Jail 


The age-old Battle-Of-The- 
Courthouses took another turn 
last Friday morning in a spe- 
cial meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission. The 10 
a.m. meeting in Enterprise had 
been called in accordance with 
law by Commission Chairman 
James L. Sawyer for the pur- 
pose of discussion of the recent 
tuling in the jail suit, court- 
house conditions, Grand Jury 
mandate, etc., and the possible 
sources of funding any solution 
to the problem. Special invi- 
tations were extended to State 
Senator Wallace Miller and 
Representative Jimmy Holley 
who addressed the Commission 
and presented a convey wee 
pared statement outlining their 
positions on the matter. 


Commissioner Don Smith 
read a resolution calling for a 


meeting in December”’ on 
methods of financing the cost 
of the project. 


An amendment offered by 
Commissioner Rex Boutwell to 
include the construction of a 
new jail in the Elba Division as 
part of the motion was voted 
down by Sawyer after Bout- 
well, Jack Hornsby and Gilmer 
Grant had voted in favor, while 
Smith, Bennie Beckham and 
Max Reeves voted against the 
amendment, forcing the tie 
breaker by Sawyer. 

The original motion to pro- 
ceed with the Enterprise jail 
was approved on a 3-0 vote, 
after Boutwell, Grant and 
Hornsby abstained from 
voting. 

An earlier discussion on 
appealing the court’s decision 
was discontinued after Attor- 
ney Warren Rowe agreed to 
file the appeal if the Com- 
mission desired, but advised 
them that the ruling was 
according to law and any 
appeal would be hopeless. 


The prepared statement 
from Miller and Holley clearly 
indicated they didn’t favor 
state government making deci- 
sions for local government. It 
read, “‘Any solution to the jail 
problem that we might be 
asked to participate in would 


need to be communicated and 
requested to us in the form of 
a resolution for our consider- 
ation and study; and our 


positon concerning taxes is that 
the citizens of Coffee County 


must have the right to vote on 
any additional taxes.”’ 


Holley added a few com- 
ments, restating the joint stand 
in the prepared statement pas- 
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sed out to the commissioners, 
and added a persona! opinion 
that the jail problem was the 
commissioners’ problem and 
not a problem of the legislative 
delegation.
